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SUMMARY 


Look  for  a  small  expansion  in  broiler  and  turkey 
output  and  a  tapering  off  in  egg  production  this  year. 
Stronger  poultry  and  egg  prices  are  likely  during  1972. 
Prices  will  be  bolstered  by  increased  consumer  incomes, 
higher  red  meat  prices,  and  substantially  lower  pork 
supplies. 

Egg  output  may  decline  to  near  year-earlier  levels 
during  the  first  half  of  1972  and  average  slightly  lower  in 
the  second  half.  The  laying  flock  likely  will  be  down 
moderately  throughout  1972,  but  output  per  layer  will 
increase.  The  laying  flock  as  of  January  1  this  year  was 
down  2  percent.  In  addition,  the  July-December  1971 
hatch  of  egg-type  pullet  chicks  for  flock  replacement 
during  the  first  half  of  1972  was  down  7  percent. 
However,  use  of  Marek's  vaccine  has  substantially 
reduced  the  mortality  both  of  replacement  pullets  and 
layers,  providing  a  larger,  healthier,  and  more  productive 
laying  flock.  On  January  1  the  rate  of  lay  was  up  a  little 
more  than  2.5  percent.  The  increase  during  1972 
probably  will  be  less  because  the  current  rate  already 
reflects  the  effects  of  the  vaccine,  and  laying  flocks  will 
average  older  than  last  year. 

Egg  prices  in  early  1972  have  been  sharply  below  a 
year  earlier.  Producer  egg  prices  in  mid -January  averaged 
29.8  cents  a  dozen,  4  cents  below  the  previous  month 
and  6  cents  below  mid-January  1971.  Prices  are 
expected  to  strengthen  in  coming  weeks  as  demand  picks 
up  for  Easter  and  output  eases  relative  to  a  year  earlier. 
Prices  may  again  decline  seasonally  in  the  spring  before 
strengthening  as  usual  during  the  last  half  of  1972. 
Slightly  smaller  egg  supplies,  a  small  increase  in  use  of 
eggs  for  hatching  purposes,  and  smaller  supplies  of  some 
high-protein  foods,  particularly  pork,  will  likely  boost 
egg  prices  above  the  low  year-earlier  levels  during 
summer  and  fall. 

Moderately  increased  broiler  meat  output  is  likely 
during  1972  as  producers  respond  to  lower  feed  prices  in 
the  first  half.  Placements  of  broiler  chicks  for  first 
quarter  1972  market  supplies  were  up  2  percent,  with 
larger  gains  later  in  the  period.  Also,  broiler-type  chick 
eggs  in  incubators  on  January  1  were  4  percent  above  a 
year  earlier.  Weekly  reports  indicate  more  eggs  were  set 
through  early  February.  Thus,  broiler  meat  output  in  the 
first  half  will  be  moderately  above  the  same  period  of 
1971.  Output  likely  will  increase  as  usual  in  the  summer 
and  continue  above  year-earlier  levels  for  the  rest  of 
1972. 
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Broiler  prices  were  above  a  year  earlier  last  spring  and 
summer  but  fell  below  in  the  fall  as  output  increased 
sharply.  Broiler  meat  output  in  Federally  inspected 
slaughter  plants  during  November  and  December  was  9 
percent  above  the  same  months  of  1970.  Broiler  prices 
strengthened  during  January,  again  moving  above  a  year 
earlier.  Wholesale  broiler  prices  in  9  cities  during  January 
averaged  27.1  cents  a  pound,  ready-to-cook  weight,  up  3 
cents  from  a  month  earlier  and  about  1  cent  above 
January  1971.  Smaller  pork  supplies,  increased 
consumer  incomes,  and  high  beef  and  pork  prices  will 
tend  to  support  broiler  prices  this  year. 

Higher  turkey  prices  in  late  1971  and  lower  feed 
prices  may  result  in*  a  slight  to  moderate  expansion  in 
the  1972  turkey  crop.  Turkey  meat  output  during  the 
first  half  of  1972  will  be  moderately  above  the  relatively

The  larger  output  resulted  from  more  layers  during 
the  first  6  months  of  1971  and  more  eggs  per  layer 
throughout  the  year.  Producers  responded  to  relatively 
high  egg  prices  in  late  1969  and  early  1970  by  stepping 
up  purchases  of  replacement  chicks.  This  provided  more 
replacement  pullets  for  the  laying  flock  during  the  last 
half  of  1970.  On  January  1,  1971,  the  laying  flock 
totaled  335  million  layers,  the  largest  for  this  date  since 
1957. 

Contributing  to  the  increased  rate  of  lay  in  1971  was 
the  use  of  Marek's  disease  vaccine  that  sharply  reduces 
mortality  rates  of  pullets  prior  to  and  after  entering  the 
laying  flock  and  improves  the  general  health  and  vigor  of 
the  layers.  In  addition,  the  increased  number  of  pullets 
that  entered  the  laying  flock,  combined  with  heavier 
culling  of  older  flocks,  sharply  reduced  the  average  age 
of  the  laying  flock  for  1971.  A  younger  laying  flock 


high  level  of  the  first  6  months  of  1971.  The  late  1971 
poult  hatch  indicates  that  market  supplies  for  the  first 
half  of  this  year  will  be  up  5  to  6  percent.  Eggs  in 
incubators  on  January  1  were  down  2  percent  but 
weekly  reports  for  10  States  indicate  that  the  weekly  egg 
settings  during  January  were  about  8  percent  above 
January  1971.  Of  course,  size  of  the  total  1972  crop  will 
depend  mostly  on  poult  production  during  the 
seasonally  heavy  March-July  period.  Turkey  growers 
have  reported  intentions  to  raise  only  1  percent  more 
turkeys  this  year. 

Turkey  prices  probably  will  weaken  seasonally  this 
winter  but  stay  above  year-earlier  levels  throughout 
1972,  partly  because  of  smaller  pork  supplies  and 
increased  consumer  incomes. 


ID  OUTLOOK 

normally  is  more  productive.  Low  egg  prices  in  1971 
caused  heavier  culling  of  older  laying  flocks.  During 
January -September  1971,  about  9  million  or  7  percent 
more  mature  chickens  were  slaughtered  in  Federally 
inspected  plants.  But  slaughter  in  the  last  quarter 
dropped  below  a  year  earlier  and  for  the  year  totaled 
183  million,  7  million  more  than  in  1970. 

The  healthier  and  younger  flock  averaged  an 
estimated  223  eggs  per  hen  in  1971,  up  from  218  for 
1970.  The  rate  of  lay,  relative  to  1970,  generally  trended 
upward  during  the  year  and  averaged  3  percent  higher  in 
the  closing  months  of  1971. 

The  rate  of  lay  averaged  around  210  eggs  a  year  in 
the  early  1960's  and  trended  steadily  upward  through 
1967  to  221,  then  fell  off  to  218  in  1970  before  rising 
again  in  1971. 

Low  Prices  Persist 

Continued  expansion  of  egg  production  held  prices 
well  below  year-earlier  levels  throughout  1971.  Prices 
have  been  below  the  same  months  of  the  previous  year 
since  March  1970.  Producer  prices  for  all  eggs  during 
1971  averaged  about  31  cents  a  dozen,  nearly  18  percent 
below  the  already  relatively  low  prices  of  1970.

Producer  prices  for  1971  were  the  lowest  since  the 
early  1940's.  The  low  1971  egg  prices  reflected  a  2 
percent  increase  in  output  over  1970  and  a  small  decline 
in  the  number  of  eggs  used  for  hatchery  purposes.  Egg 
prices  in  1971  did  not  increase  as  usual  during  the 
summer  and  early  fall.  They  did  strengthen  in  December 
but  fell  off  sharply  following  the  holiday  season. 

Prices  to  producers  in  January  averaged  only  29.8 
cents  a  dozen,  more  than  4  cents  below  December  and 
well  below  the  35.8  cents  for  January  1971.  Prices  have 
continued  at  very  low  levels  and  Grade  A  large  white 
eggs,  delivered  to  Chicago,  were  28  cents  a  dozen  in 
mid-February,  1  cent  below  mid  January  and  6  cents 
below  a  year  earlier. 

Egg-Feed  Price  Ratio  Low 

Lower  egg  prices  combined  with  higher  feed  costs 
through  August  generally  resulted  in  1971  being  an 
unprofitable  year  for  many  producers.  Prices  paid  by 
producers  for  laying  feed  last  year  averaged  about  $84  a 
ton,  up  $2.50  from  1970.  Prices  reached  a  high  of  $89  a 
ton  in  July  then  tapered  off  and  averaged  $83  for  the 
last  3  months  of  1971. 

Egg  prices  have  declined  more  in  recent  months  than 
feed  prices,  keeping  the  egg-feed  price  ratio  below  the 
previous  year.  The  ratio  in  mid-January  was  7.1,  down 
from  8.2  in  both  December  and  January  1971. 


Per  Capita  Consumption  Up 

Large  egg  supplies  and  relatively  low  prices 
throughout  the  year  resulted  in  more  eggs  being 
consumed  in  1971.  Total  U.S.  civilian  use  increased 
about  2  percent  and  consumption  per  person  at  323  eggs 
averaged  3  eggs  more  than  in  1970  and  the  most  since 
1967.  Per  capita  use  during  1972  probably  will  ease  back 
to  near  1970  levels.  During  1971,  military  purchases 
totaled  around  50  million  dozen,  shell  egg  equivalent, 
compared  with  66  million  in  1970.  These  purchases 
accounted  for  about  1  percent  of  total  egg  production. 

Larger  January  1  Stocks 

Increased  production  and  low  egg  prices  in  1971 
resulted  in  a  buildup  of  cold  storage  stocks  of  eggs, 
primarily  in  the  form  of  egg  products.  These  stocks  on 
January  1  were  equivalent  to  1.9  million  cases  of  shell 
eggs,  600,000  cases  more  than  on  January  1,  1971  but 
about  200,000  cases  less  than  on  December  1.  Stocks  of 
frozen  eggs  totaled  73.6  million  pounds,  equivalent  to 
1.9  million  cases  of  shell  eggs,  and  up  from  49.9  million 
pounds  equivalent  to  1.3  million  cases  a  year  earlier. 
Frozen  egg  stocks  have  been  well  above  year-earlier 
levels  since  January  1970.  Shell  egg  stocks  rose  4,000 
cases  to  55,000. 
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Hatchery  Use  Down  Last  Year 

An  estimated  390  million  dozen  eggs  were  used  for 
hatching  during  1971,  compared  with  400  million  dozen 
in  the  previous  year.  Hatcheries  used  about  5  percent 
less  during  the  first  half  as  a  result  of  reduced  hatchings 
of  both  broiler-type  and  egg-type  chicks.  Hatchery  use  in 
the  second  half  of  1971  was  up  about  2  percent 
reflecting  increased  broiler  chick  hatchings.  Probably  a 
few  more  eggs  will  be  hatched  throughout  1972  for 
broiler-type  chicks  but  this  may  be  partly  offset  by 
fewer  eggs  going  for  the  egg-type  chick  hatch. 

Exports  Lower,  Shipments  Higher 

Shipments  in  1971  to  American  territories  increased 
but  exports  declined.  Shipments  during  1971  totaled  1.2 
million  cases  compared  with  1.0  million  during  1970. 
Despite  sharply  lower  domestic  egg  prices,  last  year's 
exports  of  eggs  and  egg  products  declined  about  15,000 
cases  to  503,000  cases.  Eggs  for  hatching  purposes 
represented  about  78  percent  of  total  exports  compared 
with  84  percent  in  1970.  Combined  shipments  and 
exports  accounted  for  less  than  1  percent  of  production. 
Exports  of  eggs  and  egg  products  plus  shipments  to 
American  territories  during  1971  were  up  16  percent  to 
about  1.7  million  cases. 

Sharply  Increased  USDA  Purchases 

USDA  bought  egg  mix  throughout  the  year  for  use  in 
direct  food  assistance  programs.  Purchases  during  1971 
totaled  31.4  million  pounds  at  a  cost  of  $25.6  million, 
nearly  double  1970  purchases  of  16.6  million  pounds  at 
a  cost  of  $14.5  million  and  the  largest  since  1961.

OUTLOOK  FOR  EGGS 


Smaller  Laying  Flock  in  1972 

A  smaller  January  1  laying  flock  will  contribute  to 
holding  first  half  1972  egg  production  near  the  high 
levels  of  a  year  earlier.  Increased  productivity  is 
expected  to  about  offset  the  decline  in  layer  numbers, 
particularly  in  the  first  half  of  1972.  The  increase  in 
productivity  over  year-earlier  levels  likely  will  taper  off 
as  the  year  progresses  and  may  average  near  1971  levels 
by  the  closing  months  of  1972.  Thus,  egg  output  for  the 
last  half  of  1972  may  average  slightly  below  the  same 
period  of  1971.  There  were  328  million  hens  and  pullets 
of  laying  age  on  January  1, 1972,  2  percent  below  a  year

earlier.  On  December  1,  1971,  the  number  of  pullets,  3 
months  old  and  older  not  yet  laying  to  enter  the  laying 
flock  were  up  about  2  million  to  52  million.  This 
increase  was  more  than  offset  by  a  decline  of  10  percent 
or  more  than  5  million  in  pullets  under  3  months  of  age 
on  December  1.  In  addition,  the  replacement  egg-type 
chick  hatch  during  September-December  was  down 
about  14  percent  or  10  million  pullets.  A  substantially 
larger  proportion  of  these  pullets  will  live  to  enter  the 
laying  flock  in  coming  months  because  use  of  Marek's 
vaccine  will  reduce  mortality.  Thus,  flock  size  likely  will 
continue  only  moderately  lower  during  1972. 

On  January  1  the  rate  of  lay  was  up  a  little  more  than 
2  percent  from  a  year  earlier  but  down  from  the  3 
percent  increase  of  a  month  earlier.  Although  some 
continued  improvement  in  the  rate  of  lay  is  likely  from 
the  use  of  Marek's  vaccine,  it  probably  will  be  much  less 
this  year  than  last  since  many  birds  have  already  shown 
the  effects  of  the  vaccine.  In  addition,  the  laying  flock 
will  be  getting  older  in  1972  as  fewer  replacement 
pullets  enter  the  flock  and  culling  of  old  flocks  declines. 
Generally,  layers  produce  fewer  eggs  as  they  get  older. 
Thus,  the  decline  in  productivity  from  an  aging  flock 
may  partly  counter  the  increase  resulting  from  Marek's 
vaccine. 

Better  Egg  Prices  Seen  for  1972 

Egg  prices  likely  will  rise  in  coming  weeks  as  demand 
picks  up  for  Easter  and  as  output  eases  relative  to  a  year 
earlier.  Although  egg  production  in  coming  months  may 
continue  near  1971  levels,  per  capita  availability  will  be 
down  slightly,  reflecting  a  small  increase  in  population 
and  a  few  more  eggs  being  used  for  hatchery  purposes. 
Egg  prices  likely  will  weaken  seasonally  in  the  spring 
before  increasing  as  usual  in  the  summer.  Prices  likely 
will  average  moderately  above  last  year's  low  levels 
during  the  summer  and  fall.  Egg  prices  will  be  bolstered 
by  smaller  supplies  of  some  high-protein  foods,  mainly 
pork.  The  use  of  shell  eggs  by  breakers  may  not  differ 
much  from  1971  since  stocks  of  egg  products  currently 
are  well  above  a  year  ago. 

BROILER  SITUATION 

Output  Last  Year  Up  Slightly 

Broiler  meat  output  rose  slightly  in  1971.  The 
increase  resulted  from  a  few  more  birds  produced  and  a 
small  increase  in  average  weights.  The  number  of  young 
chickens  marketed  through  Federally  inspected 
processing  plants  in  1971  totaled  2.8  billion,  up  0.3 
percent.  They  averaged  a  record  3.68  pounds  each,  more 
than  1  percent  above  the  prior  year.  And  broiler  meat 
output  in  Federally  inspected  plants  during  1971  rose 
about  2  percent  to  a  total  of  7.3  billion  pounds, 
ready-to-cook  weight.  In  1970  about  93  percent  of 
broiler  production  was  slaughtered  in  these  plants,  up  2 
percent  from  1969  largely  as  a  result  of  the  Wholesome

Poultry  Products  Act.  The  proportion  of  slaughter  in 
Federally  inspected  plants  likely  increased  again  in  1971. 

Condemnations  of  broilers  in  Federally  inspected 
plants  during  1971  showed  a  slight  decline.  They 
averaged  4.0  percent  of  the  quantity  inspected  compared 
with  4.4  percent  a  year  earlier.  Most  of  the 
condemnations  were  from  post-mortem  inspection.  This 
was  the  second  year  in  a  row  that  condemnations 
declined. 

Young  chickens  inspected  for  further  processing  and 
cutting  up  under  Federal  inspection  totaled  2.4  billion 
pounds,  ready-to-cook  weight,  up  11.9  percent  from 
1970.  Of  this  total,  about  84.3  percent  was  cut  up  in 
plants  while  the  rest  went  for  processing  beyond  the 
cut-up  stage,  about  the  same  share  as  in  1970.  This  does 
not  account  for  large  quantities  of  broilers  cut-up  for 
sale  at  other  locations  such  as  retail  stores. 

Prices  Average  Higher 

Broiler  prices  in  1971  generally  were  above  1970. 
Prices  declined  in  early  1971  largely  as  a  result  of 
increased  broiler  output.  Output  eased  in  the  spring  and 
prices  recovered.  Producers  responded  by  increasing 
production  and  prices  again  fell  below  year-earlier  levels 
in  the  closing  months  of  1971. 

Wholesale  prices  of  ready-to-cook  broilers  in  9  cities 
averaged  27.2  cents  a  pound  for  1971,  compared  with 
26.4  cents  in  1970.  Prices  reached  a  seasonal  high  of  32 
cents  in  July  then  trended  steadily  down  to  23  cents  a 
pound  in  December.  Prices  strengthened  and  averaged

Feed  Cost  High  Until  Late  1971 

Sharply  higher  feed  prices  boosted  the  cost  of 
producing  broilers  during  the  first  8  months  of  1971. 
Broiler  feed  prices  in  this  period  averaged  a  little  over 
$99  a  ton,  more  than  $5  above  January -August  1970. 
With  prospects  for  a  larger  1971  corn  crop,  broiler  feed 
prices  fell  in  September  and  remained  below  a  year 
earlier  for  the  balance  of  the  year.  The  cost  of  most 
other  production  items  continued  to  trend  upward 
during  1971.  The  index  of  prices  paid  by  farmers  for 
production  items  in  December  (including  interest,  taxes, 
and  wage  rates)  was  122  (1967=100),  up  5  points  from 
December  1970. 

Consumption  and  Exports  Increased  in  1971 

A  small  increase  in  supplies  and  lower  prices  held 
broiler  meat  consumption  near  1970's  record  high  of 
37.3  pounds  per  person  despite  larger  supplies  of  other 
meats.  In  addition,  other  chicken  meat  consumption 
amounted  to  a  little  more  than  4  pounds  per  person. 

Exports  of  whole  young  chickens  and  chicken  parts 
during  1971,  including  subsidized  exports  to  Switzerland 
and  Greece,  totaled  100  million  pounds,  ready-to-cook 
weight.  This  was  around  7  percent  above  the  prior  year. 
Exports  of  chicken  parts  totaled  78  million  pounds,  up 
14  percent,  while  whole  young  chickens  totaled  22 
million  pounds,  down  11  percent.  The  proportion  of 
cut-up  birds  has  increased  in  recent  years.  In  1971  about 
78  percent  of  young  chicken  exported  was  cut-up, 
compared  with  about  73  percent  in  1970  and  67  percent 
in  1967.  the  first  year  for  such  data. 

Of  the  broilers  exported  in  1971  about  10  million 
pounds  of  whole  broilers  were  shipped  to  Switzerland 
and  1.2  million  to  Greece  at  a  total  subsidy  cost  of  $1.5 
million.  This  compares  with  12.5  million  pounds  for 
Switzerland  and  2.6  million  to  Greece  at  a  subsidy  cost 
of  $1.9  million  in  1970. 

USDA  Purchases  Down,  Military  Use  Up 

USDA  purchases  of  broiler  meat  during  1971  for  the 
school  lunch  program  totaled  50.4  million  pounds  at  a 
cost  of  $15.8  million.  This  compares  with  55.2  million 
pounds  and  a  cost  of  $17.2  million  in  1970.  In  addition, 
USDA  purchased  canned  boned  chicken  equivalent  to 
33.7  million  pounds  ready-to-cook  carcass  weight  in 
1971,  down  from  the  77.1  million  pounds  in  the 
previous  year. 

Military  purchases  of  young  chicken  meat  during 
January-November  1971  totaled  52.0  million  pounds, 
down  6  percent  from  the  same  months  of  1970. 


BROILER  OUTLOOK 

Moderate  Expansion  in  Output 

Current  indications  point  to  a  moderate  increase  in 
broiler  production  throughout  1972.  Producers 
expanded  production  during  late  1971  in  response  to 
declining  feed  prices  caused  by  the  record  1971  corn 
crop.  Weekly  broiler  chick  placements  have  been  above 
year-earlier  levels  since  last  August.  In  late  1971, 
placements  that  will  provide  market  supplies  this  winter 
averaged  about  2  percent  above  a  year  earlier  with  the 
largest  gains  in  slaughter  likely  in  late  winter.  Eeed  prices 
arc  likely  to  be  lower  in  the  first  half  of  this  year  and 
near  year-earlier  levels  in  the  second  half.  This, 
combined  with  higher  broiler  prices  all  year,  probably 
will  stimulate  a  moderate  expansion  in  the  number  of 
broilers  marketed.  Reduced  pork  supplies  and  high  red 
meat  prices  will  also  tend  to  encourage  broiler  expansion 
this  year. 

The  hatchery  supply  flock  likely  can  supply  enough 
eggs  to  provide  for  at  least  a  moderate  expansion  in 
broiler  output  in  1972.  The  broiler  hatchery  supply 
flock  during  1972  may  be  well  below  a  year  earlier. 
Placements  for  the  broiler  hatchery  supply  flock  have 
been  off  since  August  1970.  However,  the  use  of  Marek's 
disease  vaccine  has  produced  a  more  productive  flock.  In 
addition  to  more  eggs  per  hen,  hatchability  of  eggs  likely 
has  continued  to  improve  and  a  larger  proportion  of 
hatched  chicks  survive. 

Stronger  Markets  in  1972 

Broiler  prices  in  early  1972  strengthened  sharply 
from  December  and  moved  above  year-earlier  levels. 
Wholesale  prices  of  ready-to-cook  broilers  in  9  cities 
during  the  first  2  weeks  of  February  averaged  28.1  cents 
a  pound  compared  with  26.8  cents  for  the  comparable 
weeks  of  1971.  Prices  during  1972  probably  will  average 
moderately  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  High  red  meat 
prices  in  1972  and  increased  consumer  incomes  likely 
will  more  than  offset  the  price-lowering  effects  of  record 
broiler  output. 

Lower  Production  Costs 

As  a  result  of  lower  feed  prices,  broiler  production 
costs  declined  in  late  1971.  They  likely  will  continue 
lower,  at  least  through  the  first  half  of  1972.  Moderately 
lower  feed  costs,  reflecting  sharply  lower  corn  prices 
during  the  first  half  this  year,  likely  will  more  than 
offset  the  continued  rise  in  the  cost  of  most  other 
production  items.  Costs  during  the  last  half  of  this  year 
will  be  heavily  influenced  by  the  outcome  of  the  1972 
corn  and  soybean  crops. 
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TURKEY  SITUATION 

Changes  in  Reporting  Turkey  Estimates 

The  Statistical  Reporting  Services  of  USDA  has 
modified  the  annual  January  turkey  report.  The  date  of 
the  turkey  inventory  estimates  was  changed  to 
December  1  from  January  1  starting  with  the  January 
1972  report.  At  the  same  time,  the  estimate  for  total 
turkey  breeder  hens  was  discontinued  and  estimates  of 
breeder  hens  for  26  States  with  10,000  or  more  breeder 
hens  are  provided.  Estimates  for  the  other  States  were 
dropped.  For  historical  relationships,  the  December  1 
State  estimates  can  be  compared  with  the  January  1 
estimates  of  previous  years  since  breeder  hen  inventories 
reflect  the  number  held  to  produce  eggs  during  the 
season.  Data  on  intentions  to  raise  turkeys  have  been  cut 
back  to  20  important  States;  however,  the  August  report 
of  Turkeys  Raised  and  the  Production,  Disposition  and 
Income  report  will  continue  annual  estimates  of  turkeys 
raised  for  all  States. 

Crop  up  4  Percent  in  1971 

The  1971  turkey  crop  totaled  120  million  birds,  4 
percent  more  than  in  1970,  and  the  largest  since  the 
record  of  1967.  Heavy  breed  turkeys  increased  nearly  3 
million  in  1971  and  light  breeds  by  1.2  million.  Heavy 
breed  turkeys  accounted  for  88.5  percent  of  the  crop, 
about  1  percentage  point  more  than  in  1970.

Output  of  turkey  meat  in  Federally  inspected 
slaughter  plants  in  1971  totaled  1.6  billion  pounds, 
ready-to-cook  weight,  5  percent  more  than  in  1970.  The 
increased  output  was  accounted  for  by  6  percent  more 
turkeys  slaughtered,  and  the  average  liveweight  was 
down  1  percent  to  18.7  pounds. 

Cold  storage  stocks  of  turkey  on  January  1  totaled 
223  million  pounds  compared  with  219  million  on 
January  1,  1971. 

Turkey  Use  Up 

Larger  turkey  meat  supplies  and  lower  prices  during 
much  of  1971  encouraged  increased  use  last  year. 
Turkey  consumption  in  1971  totaled  a  half-pound  more

than  in  1970  and  about  the  same  as  1967's  record  of  8.6 
pounds  per  person.  More  turkey  meat  moved  through 
Government  programs  for  the  school  lunch  program  and 
for  direct  food  assistance  programs.  USDA  in  1971 
purchased  45  million  pounds  of  fresh  frozen 
ready-to-cook  turkey  meat,  about  10  million  pounds 
more  than  in  1970.  In  addition,  USDA  bought  21 
million  pounds,  equivalent  ready-to-cook  carcass  weight, 
of  canned  boned  turkey  compared  with  20  million 
pounds  in  1970.

1971  Prices  Lower 

Prices  received  by  producers  for  live  turkeys  were 
below  year-earlier  levels  during  much  of  1971  and  for 
the  year  averaged  21.7  cents  a  pound,  down  nearly  2 
cents.  Prices  in  early  1971  were  well  below  a  year  earlier, 
but  moved  above  in  the  closing  months  of  1971.  New 
York  Wholesale  ready-to-cook  prices  for  young  hens 
8-16  pounds  averaged  37.5  cents  a  pound  in  1971,  down 
8  percent.  Prices  for  young  toms  averaged  33.9  cents  a 
pound,  also  down  8  percent. 


TURKEY  OUTLOOK 

Small  Expansion  in  Turkey  Output 

Because   of   lower   prices  during   most  of  1971, 


producers  will  likely  hold  down  the  expansion  in  turkey 
production  in  1972.  Turkey  meat  output  in  the  first  half 
of  this  year  will  be  moderately  above  the  high  levels  of  a 
year  earlier.  The  September-December  1971  poult  hatch 
indicates  that  market  supplies  during  the  seasonally  light 
first  half  of  1972  will  be  up  5  to  6  percent.  Turkey  eggs 
in  incubators  on  January  1  were  down  2  percent.  But 
weekly  reports  for  10  important  turkey  States  indicate 
that  the  weekly  egg  settings  during  January  ran  around 
10  percent  above  a  year  earlier.  The  trend  in  recent  years 
has  been  for  an  increasingly  larger  share  of  the  crop  to 
be  raised  in  the  first  half  of  the  year. 

Turkey  growers  in  January  reported  plans  to  raise 
about  1  percent  more  turkeys  in  1972.  Grower 
intentions  have  been  a  fairly  good  indicator  of  crop  size 
in  most  years.  However,  in  1971  growers  reported 
intentions  to  raise  1  percent  fewer  turkeys  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  but  ended  up  with  4  percent  more. 

The  number  of  turkey  breeder  hens  on  farms 
December  1,  1971,  in  26  States  totaled  3.4  million, 
about  1  percent  less  than  on  January  1,  1971.  Of  the 
total,  3  million  were  heavy  breed  hens,  about  the  same 
as  on  January  1,  1971,  while  there  were  5  percent  fewer 
light  breed  hens. 

USDA's  turkey  marketing  guide  for  1972 
recommended  a  turkey  crop  of  about  119.6  million 
head,  1.5  percent  below  1971.  This  size  crop  would 
provide  for  about  the  same  rate  of  per  capita 
consumption  as  last  year. 


Improved  Price  Prospects 

If  producers  keep  numbers  raised  about  in  line  with 
January  intentions,  turkey  prices  throughout  1972  likely 
will  average  moderately  above  year-earlier  levels.  Live 
turkey  prices  this  winter  will  weaken  before  trending 
upward  during  the  summer  and  fall.  Prices  received  by 
producers  in  mid-January  averaged  22.8  cents  per 
pound,  compared  with  23.1  cents  in  December  and  21.7 
cents  for  January  1971.  Reduced  pork  supplies  and 
increased  consumer  incomes  are  expected  to  more  than 
offset  the  effects  of  the  indicated  small  increase  in 
turkey  supplies  in  1972.
